The late heavy rains ^intersperoed 
with .occasional showers have made 
a remarkable difference in the ap¬ 
pearance of the country hereabouts 
and has resulted in a return of con¬ 
fidence and hopes in the people that 
is certainly inspiring. Crops that 
were entirely despaired of will show 
some return and the feed prospects 
which two weeks ago were considered 
impossible, are looking bright for 
little worry over the coming winter’s 
supply.

With such a change in sur¬ 
face and subsoil conditions the farm- 
era are naturally feeling much en¬ 
couraged and all are In a much more 
optimistic frame of mind, and are 
laying plans for the coming year.

Hon. WHUam Lyon McKenzie King, 
the new leader of the Liberal party, 
Is of Scotch descent. He was born at 
Kitchener, Ont., the son of John K. 
King.K. C. and Isabel Grace McKen¬ 
zie King. He was educated In the 
Kitchener public and high schools 
and the Toronto University, where he 
took the degrees of B. A., LL. B. and 
M. A. in 1897. He also attended 
Chicago University and later Har¬ 
vard University, where ne received 
the degree of M. A. in 1808. In 1909 
he received the honorary degree of 
Ph. D. from the Jatter university. He 
also pursued extra studies in Europe 
and was a fellow In political economy 
in the Harvard University from 1897 
to 1900. 

During his years of study he was 
a member of the editorial staff of the 
Toronto Globe for a time in 1896 and 
1896, and there imbued many o^ihis 
first Impressions of Canadian poli¬ 
tics. Later he was special commis¬ 
sioner from the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment to enquire into the methods of 
carrying out of government contracts 
in Canada and Europe. 

He Ural came Into prominence In 
the political life of the country in 
11 IJ0 when he was appointed deputy 
minister of labor, the first to be ap¬ 
pointed in the Dominion, and in that 
position was conciliator in more than 
40 important industrial disputes, in¬ 
cluding the G. T. railway strike. 
During this period also he acted as 
special commissioner to inquire into 
a number of important matters re¬ 
lating to industrial unrest, immigra¬ 
tion and other economic problems. 
He was created a C. M. G. in 1906, 
and was called tofche privy council 
and appointed minister of labor on 
June 2nd, 1909, as a member of the 
Laurler cabinet/having been elected 
to the House ofCommons for North 
Waterloo at the general elections In 
1908. At the general elections in 
1911 on the reciprocity issue be con¬ 
tested North York but was defeated. 
Since that time he has devoted prac¬ 
tically all fiis time to industrial mat¬ 
ters, having been employed by the 
Rockefeller Foundation in investiga- 
sell. That this places Canada in the 
tions along industrial lines. He has 
also been in great demand in the 
United States In drafting agreements 
between employers and employees. 
Generally he is considered one of the 
soundest experts on the continent on 
labor matters, his whole life having 
been given to a study of the question. 

He is a Presbyterian in religion 
and has always been regarded as one

Men in the hospitals, who 
hear their companies are in the front 
line, lie themselves blue fn the face 
to the doctors in order tnat they may 
return to duty and when they report 
they can’t carry a rifle three kilo- 
metes. If there were no officers to 
keep them out the majority of Amer-’ 
icans in Francs would be in the 
trenches. Taking it all in all I’m 
glad I don’t have to face these Amer¬ 
icans in battle. They have blood in 
their eye and they don’t give a damn!
